Mr. Hughes Sets 
A Good Example 


It comes to mind that Delegate George R 


Hughes Jr. has done the people of this section as 
well as the State of Maryland a great service in 
seeing to it that heavy test trucks that have been 
using the highways no longer will do so. 
Without attempting in any fashion the “big- 


stick 
attitude 
of 
compulsory 
legislation. 
Mr. 


Hughes ascertained the facts and then in a straight­ 
forward manner contacted the Chrysler Corpora­ 
tion which operated the test trucks and asked 
their cooperation in withdrawing them from Route 
220 between here and Bedford and from U. S. 
Route 40 between Cumberland and Hancock. 
To the credit of the Chrysler Corporation their 


cooperation was prompt and none of their test 
trucks has traveled these highways since August 
21. They had been using the route for 23 years 
Both the manner in which Mr. Hughes went 


about it and the end result are to be commended. 
First of all, he didn't try to browbeat the 


Chrysler Corporation with a threat of regulation, 
of which there certainly is too much in all cate­ 
gories in these times, but rather approached them 
with the problem and asked their help. 
Anyone who has traveled the mountain high­ 
way between Cumberland and Hancock is well 
aware of the unsatisfactory road, the sharp curves 
and the steep grades, ail in all making for rather 
hazardous driving without the additional danger 
of traffic. 
Mr. Hughes* object was to reduce this hazard 


by the elimination of up to six tractor-trailer 
trucks, heavily laden with stone, each day. and an 
elimination which would have no adverse effect 
on the local economy. 
With his information in hand as well as the 


added point that current road construction makes 
U. S. 40 east even more hazardous. Mr. Hughes 
contacted the Chrysler Corporation through the 
Maryland Motor Truck Association and asked for 
their help. 
Cooperation 
was 
virtually 
immediate. 
No 


threats were necessary, no regulations were need­ 
ed. A frank, gentlemanly accounting of the prob­ 
lem accomplished the object. 
All of which leads to one final observation. It 


k surprising how much can be accomplished 
through an honest, tactful request for cooperation. 
In many, many instances, threats, cajolery and 
regulation are unnecessary. Tact, frankness and 
consideration for the other viewpoint usually pay 
dividends. 
Mr. Hughes displayed these commendable at­ 
tributes and got commendable results.

On Television 


Television came of age, lo use an expression, during 


the 1956 conventions, in the sense that the television net­ 
works made an authentic effort to cover news as news. 
The difficulty, of course, is advertisement interference 
which only too often makes a continuous, uninterrupted 
narrative impossible. 
Newspapers also publish adver­ 
tisements but they are not printed over news stories 
nor do they come in the middle of an account of an 
episode. It is impossible for television quite to separate 
its news covering from its advertisements which now 
appear in the form of entertainment, including cartoons, 
comedians and female announcers. 
This is a technical problem which may never be 
solved because the cost of television is enormous and 
the person who listens and looks pays nothing for the 
service. 
His only expenditure is to buy a television 


machine and the company that gives away the service 
does not necessarily benefit from the sale of the machine. 
In fact, only the Radio Corporation of America now sells 
machines and produces network television. 


Television cannot replace the newspaper or the 


weekly magazine for another reason and that is that 
it moves so swiftly and Its product is so evanescent 
that there tan be no back reference to anything that 
appears on H. For instance, one listens lo a speech. 
An effort is made to *!ve the entire speech on tele­ 
vision. but the commentator feels called upon to inter­ 
ject a word of explanation here and there. It Is not 
like a headline or a sub head; it Is interference. 
Perhaps the eye has become accustomed to the head­ 
line but the ear is still startled when a new, strange 
and even discordant sound asserts itself. 


What we are looking at is not a permanent record, 
hut a dramatic performance. Television is essentially of 
the theater, not of the press. 
The commentators are 
essentially actors, not newspapermen. 
They are con­ 
trolled by directors who are theatrically-trained and 
whose job it is to put on a good show so that the adver­ 
tisers will be satisfied. The advertisers pay the bill. 
Even old-trained newspapermen who find themselves 
involved in television become conscious of histrionics. 
Some of them actually permit the hidden ham that is 
in so many of us to come to the surface. It is amusing 
but not too instructive. 


Both conventions were too television-conscious, 


hut st San Francisco there was more play-acting 
than at Chicago. Two old actors. George Murphy 
and Robert .Montgomery, managed the theatricals at 
San Francisco and both were too conspicuous for the 
parts they played. 
Prompters are best kept out of 


sight. Perhaps at future conventions, the shows will 
npen with credit lines, so that maybe an Oscar could 
he claimed by the actors, directors and writers of 
the show, but thai would not make the convention 
$ a deliberative assembly which is what it should be. 


In fact, San Francisco would have held the record 
the dullest convention of all time, were it not for the 
joe Smith incident which relieved the monotony some­ 
what. A Nebraskan nominated Joe Smith for vice presi­ 
dent, any Joe Smith from anywhere, just a guy. even 
less, just a name. And the humorist who invented this 
Joe Smith made it evident that he thought he would 
relieve the monotony by a little fun. Unfortunately, tele­ 
vision does not catch subtle wit; everything on television 
must be exaggerated, must not be flat. So the Joe Smith 
episode was first taken seriously and. on television, the 
performance was ridiculous. 
What the San Francisco 
convention needed was a Will Rogers of whom there are 
none around these days. 


I never watched television as much in all my born 
days as I have in recent months and on the whole, when 
it comes to news and views, I find that these moving 
picture machines are no substitute for the newspaper and 
probably never will be.

intermittently the remainder of his 
lite.

a mystery. Cannon also devel­ 
oped skin cancers and a temporary 
leukemia 
But all these ailments 
did not slow him up; he continued 
working and experimenting until 
the end of the chapter.
